pear In the Janice Meredith dress. The re-

gent, Mrs. Donald McLean, will appear an 1
a classic personification of Patriotism, the I
costume designed for her by Irving R. I
Wiles, the artist. The vice regent of the I
chapter, Mrr. Clarence Postley, will wear I
an elaborate colonial costume. Different I
members of the chapter will appear In the I
Indian, Pilgrim. colonial and - continental I
costume and the full evening dress of the I
present day.
Brilliancy will be added to the pageant

by the appearance of the uniformed corps
from the organization of Veteran Artillery
of 1812. The uniforms of this last-named
period are an exact duplicate of those worn
during the war of 1812, Including the use
of the original sabers. The Continental
Guards and the Minute Men of the Revolu-
tion wiH take part in the pageant in full
continental costume-cocked hat and buff
and blue. The grouping, which concludes
the pageant, will be under the direction of
Irving R. Wiles.

Relic of the Revolution.
A rich revolutionary relic has been dis-

covered at a farm house which stands on

Screven's Point, close to Long Island sound,
In the Bronx. Tunnel workmen engaged
In excavating on the property reported to
the building 'department that they had dis-
covered a secret passage leading from the
garret of the farm house to the sound. The
passageway, It Is believed, was used in the
revolutionary war by the tory leaders of
Westchester to escape from the American
troops, which, under Washington, were en-
camped for weeks in the neighborhood at
the time that Gen. Howe of the British
army was encamped just opposite on Long
Island. The legend of the passage has
been known to the older residents of West-
chester, although few of them have ever
seen It. It was known as the "tory hole."
The builder of the old house was Isaac
Wilkins, an Englishman, who settled in
Westchester shortly before -the revolution.
Notwithstanding that he married a sister
of Lewis Morris, one of the signers of the
Declaration of Independence. he was a hot
tory. The house stands near a small creek
leading to the sound. It is a two-story
frame structure, with shingled sides. It
has an immense chimney and fireplaces,
and was considered one of the finest houses
in- Westchester county when It was built,
137 years ago. The upper stories are pro-
vided with port holes, through 'which the
inmates guarded their grounds. The pas-
sage leading to the tunnel is In the garret.
It is about four feet wide and is covered
with a trap door. Stone steps projecting
from the outside of the chimney form a
stairway all the way down to the ground,
where a-tunnel passes under the basement
and runs out under the yard to the small
tide-water creek. The mouth of the cave
and the tunnel years ago tumbled In and
are now almost obliterated, but the pas-
sageway from attic to cellar Is Intact.
Bowery Resorts Evade the Law.

The proprietors of the various all-night
resorts have arranged a scheme to circum-
vent Acting Captain Churchill of the 5th
street station, who has ordered them to
close their doors at the legal hour. All of
the lights In the saloons and concert halls
are extinguished promptly at 1 a.m., but
through darkened side doors figures of men
and women can be seen entering or emerg-
ing, and the "barkers" stand outside in
their accustomed places to inform patrons
who can be trusted that business is going
on Inside on the second floor. Only old pa-
trons are allowed in, however, and they
have to content themselves In somewhat
cramped quarters that have been hastily
arranged over the first floor. Patrolmen In
uniform saunter along the street in front
of the various places without apparently
being conscious of the subterfuge designed
to deceive them,

President'. First Namnesake.
William Budmynaki, a barber of Bath

Beach, says he Is the first- parent in the
state to name his child for Theodore Roose-
velt, President of the United States. Bud-
zynski wrote the President, asking him to
attend the christening of his four-.weeks-old
son. President Roosevelt replied that his
engagements would not permit his attend-
ance, but suggested that he would act by
proxy In the person of any reputable
business man In the community. Herbert
Reeves, a lawyer of Bath Beach. idas
chosen. Mrs. Elizabeth Supper was the
other sponsor. The full name of 'the child
Is Casimir Theodore Roosevelt Budsynski.
The christening certificate has been sent to
Washington.
